© bowed me a great Cloud that ſpread qver all the Nation, and

Uud : And as he ſhewed me that the Cloud ſhould come

Wade known my Kingdom, and entruſted them with my Secrets, 
 wou whom in the Light of my Countenance will I ſhine, and they 
hull ſee the Glory of my Throne, aud they ſhall magnifie my Name. 
| And after the mght of Apoſtacy, and after the Dragou's Rage, my 
; Prople ſhall bear a further Teſtimony of my great and (glorious
